NAVAL PARLEY 
WILL DISCUSS 
TONNAGE ISSUE 


Japan’s Demands To 
Be Aired First; Nip- 
ponese Are Tak­ 
en Aback. 


London, Dec. ll (AP).—Delegates 
of four powers, in a surprise agree­ 
ment with Japan Tuesday, squarely 
met the major obstacle of the inter­ 
national naval conference by placing 
the question of total tonnages on 
the program as the first order of 
business. 
This issue is the danger point of 
the deliberations, because it con­ 
tains Japan's demand for naval 
equality with the United States and 
Great Britain and the scrapping of 
the ratio System. 
Acceptance Surprises Japanese 
Quick acceptance of Japan's re­ 
quest for immediate discussion of 
the tonnage issue left the Nipponese 
momentarily nonplused. 
They had 
expected the British to challenge 
their views in an effort temporarily 
to sidetrack the grave issue. 
Instead, however. Tuesday’s ses­ 
sion, the first business one, was re­ 
ported to be notably decorous and 
businesslike, with no hint of the 
clash of views which Is known to lie 


ahead. 
The development, however, did not 
mean that either Great Britain or 
the United States is giving In to 
Japan’s equality demands. 
British Reaffirm Opposition 
This fact was made plain by a 
reaffirmation of British opposition to 
the so-called common upper limit 
stands asked by Japan. 
The conference, in which France 
and Italy are participating, asked 
the Japanese delegation to submit a 
detailed statement of Its total ton­ 
nage demands. Work was begun on 
this and it will be submitted today. 
Japan, it was understood, will ad­ 
vise the conference that a total ton­ 
nage limitation agreement, in which 
the principle of equality of the fleets 
of the three principal naval powers 
would be recognized, is the first and 
paramount necessity for the country. 
Tokyo is willing, it was said, to en­ 
ter a drastic down-scaling of ton­ 
nages on the principle of equality. But 
President Roosevelt’s proposal to re­ 
duce proportionately the treaty ton- 
would be wholly unacceptable, the 
Japanese say. 
The Japanese, it was understood,
